The carbohydrates 
are so very good to eat—ave, nearly

carbohydrate, that’s just the trouble. 
Carbohydrates are about as easy to 
eat as some creatures pre to look at, 
and either pastime is like vy to prove 


'ruinous if not kept within reasonable 


bounds.
